Further  Tin  Restrictions. — An  additional 
series  of  regulations  designed  to  reduce 
consumption  of  tin  became  operative  on 
September  25,  under  an  Order  issued  by  the 
Ministry  of  Supply.  Further  restrictions 
are  imposed  upon  the  manufacture  from 
tinplate  of  whole  or  certain  parts  of  con- 
tainers used  for  the  distribution  on  the 
home  market  of  a  number  of  commodities, 
including  some  foodstuffs.  They  have, 
however,   been   designed   to  ensure  that

N.H.I,  for  Sheep? — An  inquiry  carried 
out  recently  by  the  National  Veterinary 
Medical  Association  may  lead  to  the  intro- 
duction of  a  national  health  insurance 
scheme  for  sheep  similar  to  that  for 
cattle.  The  inquiry  was  recently  completed 
and  the  findings  are  shortly  to  be  published. 

Limitation  of  Supplies. — An  amending 
Order  to  the  Limitation  of  Supplies  (Mis- 
cellaneous) (No.  16)  Order  (S.  R.  &  O.,  1942, 
No.  1510)  has  now  been  issued.  Under  this 
Order  controlled  goods  used  in  the  produc- 
tion of  uncontrolled  goods  are  again  subject 
to  quota  restrictions  as  in  the  previous 
Miscellaneous  Orders,  and  small  manufac- 
turers, whose  quotas  now  fall  below  the 
;^ioo  a  month  limit  allowed  to  unregistered 
manufacturers,  may  increase  their  supplies 
without  incurring  any  liability  to  prosecu- 
tion, provided  that  all  their  supplies  to  all 
persons  are  not  more  than  £100  a  month. 
Thus  a  registered  manufacturer  with  a  small 
quota  has  the  option  of  the  following  alter- 
natives:, (i)  Unrestricted  supply  {a)  in  the 
execution  of  Government  contracts ;  (6)  for 
direct  export;  and  (c)  to  other  firms 
registered  for  the  same  class  of  goods. 
(2)  Quota  limitation  on  {d)  supply  to 
unregistered  firms,  and  {e)  production  of 
uncontrolled  goods  from  controlled  goods. 
The  second  alternative  allows  restricted 
supplies,  i.e.  (up  to  ;^ioo  a  month),  in- 
cluding Government  contracts,  export, 
supplies  to  registered  firms,  supplies  of 
factored  goods,  production  of  uncontrolled 
goods  from  controlled  goods,  supplies 
of  prohibited  manufactures  (even  in 
the  case  of  prohibited  manufactures  of 
Classes  10  and  15),  and  supplies  made  under 
individual  or  general  licences.  Any  small 
manufacturers  who  decide  to  supply  in 
excess  of  quota  but  to  keep  their  total 
supplies  within  the  ;^ioo  a  month  limit, 
must  send  before  February  7,  1943,  written 
notification  that  they  have  done  so  to  the

— The  Irish  Drug 
Association,  in  furtherance  of  its  campaign- 
to  salvage  waste,  has  issued  a  card  for 
display  by  members  urging  customers  to 
return  insulin  vials,  empty  tooth-paste  and 
cream  tubes,  etc.  Space  is  provided  on  the 
card  to  incorporate  additional  items  from 
time  to  time.  At  a  later  date  arrangements 
will  be  made  by  the  Association  for  col- 
lecting the  salvage.  The  I.D.A.  secretary 
points  out  that  the  use  of  any  wrapping 
paper  or  container,  in  a  retail  sale,  unless 
such  paper  or  container  is  "reasonably 
required"  for  the  protection  of  the  article, 
is  prohibited. 

Indian    Chemical    Manufacturers. — The 

Committee  of  the  Indian  Chemical  Manufac- 
turers' Association  recently  met  the  Supply 
Member  of  the  Government  of  India  and 
discussed  with  him  the  difficulties  met  by 
Indian  manufacturers  of  bichromates  since 
the  coming  into  force  of  a  Chrome  Com- 
pounds Control  Order,  1941,  the  stoppage 
of  supply  of  caustic  soda  and  bleaching 
powder  for  civil  requirements,  and  the 
non-availability  of  quinine.  The  Association 
pointed  out  that  excessive  imports  and  the 
low  price  fixed  for  imported  sodium  bichro- 
mate by  the  Government,  had  resulted  in 
the  manufacturers  being  unable  to  dispose 
of  their  production ;  some  were  on  the  verge 
of  discontinuing  manufacture.  It  suggested 
that  the  Government  should  first  take  up 
the  whole  Indian  production  and  that  only 
additional  requirements  should  be  met  by 
importing.  The  Supply  Member  explained 
the  steps  taken  by  the  Government  in 
ascertaining  costs  of  production  and  other 
factors  relating  to  sodium  bichromate,  and 
promised  to  take  necessary  action  for 
safeguarding  and  protecting  the  domestic 
industry.  He  stated  that  the  shortage  of 
caustic  was  due  to  several  factors,  including 
shipping  difficulties,  but  he  hoped  the 
Government  would  shortly  be  able  to  release 
a  quantity  for  civil  requirements. 
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TOPICAL  REFLECTIONS 


The  State  and  the  Patient 

Your  account  of  the  annual  representa- 
tive meeting  of  the  British  Medical  Associa- 
tion (p.  303)  gives  us  the  satisfactory 
impression  that  the  Association  is  sound 
on  the  general  principles  of  medical  organis- 
ation. There  is  at  present  a  good  deal  of 
"  fluffy ".  thinking  on  the  relation  of  the 
State  to  the  individual  citizen.  Irrespon- 
sible people,  reading  about  the  benefits, 
real  or  supposed,  of  State  control  in  the 
emergencies  of  war,  may  jump  to  the 
conclusion  that  the  more  of  such  control 
we  have,  the  better.  But  responsible  people, 
thinking  of  and  in  some  instances  planning 
for  post-war  conditions,  need  to  keep  clearly 
in  mind  the  proper  limits  of  State  regulation 
of  the  life  of  the  community.  Where  does 
the  State  "come  in"  with  regard  to  the 
thousand-and-one  transactions  of  daily 
life?  Obviously  there  must  be  legislative 
control  in  such  matters  as  a  system  of 
weights  and  measures  or  the  relation  of 
railway  companies  to  the  owners  of  the 
land  through  which  their  lines  run.  But  in 
public  health  in  its  various  aspects  condi- 
tions of  a  different  kind  obtain.  We  are  not 
born  on  a  mass-production  system,  nor  do 
we  die  (though  no  doubt  our  enemies  would 
like  us  to  do  so)  on  such  a  system.  Medical 
students  have  often  been  reminded  that 
they  are  trained  to  treat  patients,  not 
diseases;  and  the  epigram  has  a  wide 
application.  Pharmacy,  like  medicine, 
makes  its  advances  point  by  point,  now  in 
one  subject,  now  in  another.  We  expect 
the  State  to  confine  itself  to  its  proper 
function  of  interpreting  national  needs  in 
the  elements  of  civilised  life,  leaving  the 
qualified  to  use  their  expert  knowledge  in 
the  service  of  the  nation  untrammelled  by 
the  expedients  of  mass  production. 

Candour 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  most  of  your 
readers  have  studied  the  excerpts  from 
"The  British  Medical  Journal"  on  pp.  299- 
300.  The  last  of  these  is  highly  gratifying 
in  its  candour.  "Big  business,"  the  author 
writes,  "  .  .  .  has  given  a  phenomenal 
impetus  to  pharmacological  research,  and, 
in  my  view,  has  secured  its  truly  remarkable 
results  not  only  by  the  expenditure  of 
capital  but  by  putting  behind  its  research 
men  the  peculiar  acumen  and  enterprise 
which  are  characteristic  of  business."  These 
results  have  been  and  are  being  secured  by 
two  methods,  research  in  departments  of 


commercial  organisations  and  research  in 
institutions  established  elsewhere.  From 
time  to  time  you  announce  the  opening  of  a 
laboratory — at,  for  instance,  a  university 
or  a  hospital — built  and  endowed  by  a 
manufacturing  house  or  by  one  or  more  of 
its  directors.  There  is  no  obligation  to  make 
any  results  obtained  contribute  to  the 
profit,  or  even  to  the  prestige,  of  the  donors. 
The  outcome  of  such  far-sighted  munificence 
is  increasingly  evident.  The  writer's  can- 
dour, however,  does  not  stop  there.  He 
proceeds  to  assert  that  "many  of  us  simply 
neither  prescribe  nor  dispense"  but  "dope 
out"  stock  mixtures.  Such  forthright 
criticism  reinforces  much'  that  has  been 
written  elsewhere  on  the  same  subject  by 
both  medical  and  non-medical  publicists. 

Anti-scorbutic  Pioneers 

One  of  the  puzzles  of  medico-pharma- 
ceutical (or  pharmaco-medical)  history  is: 
that  James  Lind  managed  to  "get  away' 
with  it"  as  the  fons  et  origo  of  the  treatment 
of  scurvy  by  administering  oranges  and 
lemons.  The  old  legend  has  just  come  up 
again  (p.  301).  This  use  of  these  fruits  was 
noticed  as  far  back  as  1564  in  a  treatise  by 
B.  Ronsseus.  Richard  Mead  issued  in  1749 
"A  Discourse  on  the  Scurvy,"  in  which  he  : 
not  only  recommended  oranges  and  lemons 
as  antiscorbutics  but  illustrated  his  advice 
with  an  anecdote  to  the  effect  that  a  British 
admiral  had  had  great  success  in  the 
Mediterranean  with  the  treatment.  The 
date  of  the  experiment  was  not  mentioned ; 
but  in  1747,  two  years  before  Mead's  book  I 
appeared,  John  Huxham,  of  compound 
tincture  of  cinchona  fame,  wrote  a  letter 
recommending  the  same  fruits,  for  pro- 
phylaxis as  well  as  for  cure,  and  sent  it  to 
"The  Gentleman's  Magazine"  and  to 
another  paper.  He  repeated  his  observa- 
tions in  a  book  three  years  later.  Lind  ' 
followed  on  similar  lines  with  publications 
in  1753  and  1757.  Huxham  and  Lind  had 
ample  experience  of  scurvy  among  sailors, 
the  former  as  a  practitioner  on  the  South 
Coast  and  the  latter  as  a  naval  surgeon. 
They  and  Mead  might  all  have  claimed  to 
have  done  their  tests  independently,  but 
for  priority  of  publication  Huxham  must 
take  the  lead.  According  to  Sir  John 
Pringle,  president  of  the  Royal  Society  in 
1772-78,  Captain  Cook  the  explorer  had 
"no  great  opinion"  of  oranges  and  lemons 
used  for  an  antiscorbutic  purpose  without 

an  adjuvant.  Xrayser 
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Dangerous  Drugs  Act  Prosecution. — At 

West  London  Police  Court,  on  September 
II,  Yvonne  Gabrielle  Llewellyn-Roberts, 
Sloan  Avenue,  Chelsea,  pleaded  guilty  to 
being  in  unauthorised  possession  of  mor- 
phine sulphate.  She  admitted  obtaining 
morphine  by  forging  the  signatures  of 
doctors.  The  magistrate  ordered  a  remand 
on  bail  for  six  months  so  that  she  might 
return  to  a  nursing  home  for  treatment. 

Phos-Vita  Tonic. — At  Manchester,  on 
September  i6,  Walter  Lord,  Ltd.,  chemists, 
Hyde  Road,  Gorton,  were  fined  40s.  for  a 
contravention  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  in 
■respect  of  the  sale  of  Phos-Vita  Tonic. 
There  was  a  further  fine  of  20s.  for  failing 
to  indicate  on  the  label  of  the  bottle  the 
ingredients  of  the  mixture  as  required  by 
the  Pharmacy  and  Medicines  Act,  1941- 
Mr.  A.  N.  Leather,  deputy  city  analyst, 
estimated  that  a  iDottle  of  the  mixture 
contained  two  pennyworth  of  quinine,  and 
that  the  value  of  the  ingredients  altogether 
was  less  than  6d.  Mr.  W.  Corbett,  defending, 
contended  that  the  preparation  was  a  tonic 
medicine,  if  a  weak  one.  He  produced  an 
invoice  from  the  Phos-Vita  Tonic  Co., 
St.  '  Helens,  showing  the  purchase  from 
them  by  the  defendants  of  six  dozen 
bottles" of  the  tonic.  The  tonic,  he  said,  was 
bought  in  May  and  the  Act  requiring  an 
analysis  to  appear  on  the  label  only  became 
operative  in  July. 

prices  of  Goods  Act.— At  Old  Street 
Police  Court,  London,  on  September  17, 
Morris  Schulman  and  his  wife,  Gertrude, 
Frostic  Place,  Stepney,  were  summoned  for 
selling  lipstick  at  more  than  the  permitted 
price  and  re-selling  controlled  goods  which 
had  been  bought  by  retail.  It  was  alleged 
that  Mrs.  Schulman  sold  a  lipstick  for  8s.  6d. 
when  the  maximum  legal  charge  was  ys.  2d. 
The  retail  price  of  the  lipsticks  in  a  West- 
end  stores  was  5s.  6d.,  at  which  price  Mr. 
Schulman  admitted  buying  the  lipstick  at 
a  West-end  store.  It  was  pointed  out  that 
even  if  he  sold  it  at  5s.  6d.  he  contravened 
an  Order  which  prohibited  him  from  selling 
in  the  course  of  his  business  goods  bought 
by  retail  in  the  course  of  his  business.  The 
magistrate  dismissed  summons  against  the 
husband  alleging  that  he  sold  at  more  than 
the  permitted  price,  but  fined  him  40s.  on 
the  re-selling  summons.  He  fined  Mrs. 
Schulman  ;^40  for  overcharging  and  ordered 
her  to  pay  a  nominal  fine  of  is.  on  the  re- 
selling summons. 


Lemon  Cordial. — At  Richmond,  Surrey, 
on  September  14,  Mr.  Papadimitriou,  trad- 
ing as  the  Park  Mineral  Water  Works, 
Acton,  London,  W.,  was  summoned  for 
selling  lemon  cordial  under  a  label  which 
was  calculated  to  mislead.  The  analyst's 
certificate  stated  that  the  liquid  contained 
citric  acid,  i-8  per  cent.;  saccharin,  o-o8 
per  cent.,  lemon  or  other  citrus  fruit  tissue 
in  suspension,  a  trace ;  and  the  remainder 
was  water,  with  a  small  proportion  of 
flavouring  matter.  There  was  no  sugar. 
Mr.  Papadimitriou  showed  a  food  inspector 
a  tin  which  was  labelled  "Bottlers'  lemon," 
and  added :  "  It  is  true  there  is  not  very 
much  lemon  in  the  cordial,  but  we  put 
about  one  gallon  of  this  to  every  100 
gallons." — Cross-examined,  witness  said 
that  "bottlers'  lemon"  was  a  commercial 
product,  and  presumably  defendant  would 
not  know  what  it  contained.  There  was  no 
suggestion  that  it  was  manufactured  by 
him.  Defendant  said  he  had  no  knowledge 
as  to  what  the  "bottlers'  lemon"  contained. 
He  said  that  he  stopped  calling  the  liquid 
cordial  on  July  13,  after  some  trouble  with 
the  Hampstead  Borough  Council,  and  he 
ceased  issuing  the  old  labels  at  once.  He 
added  that  the  "bottlers'  lemon"  was  con- 
centrated to  the  extent  of  four  to  one.  A 
fine  of  /5  was  imposed. 

Charges  Against  Directors. — When  Wil- 
liam Henry  Johnstone  and  Henry  Meyer 
Levin  appeared  on  remand  at  Clerkenwell 
Police  Court,  London,  on  September  15 
(see  C.  &>  D.,  September  19,  p.  290),  evi- 
dence was  given  by  Albert  Edward  Oak, 
secretary  of  Woodlands  (Chemists),  Ltd., 
He  said  that  after  the  head  office  and 
warehouse  of  the  company  were  destroyed 
by  enemy  action  in  April  1941  a  new  head 
office  was  taken  at  IvOwther  Road,  Hol- 
loway,  and  the  defendants  were  given  the 
power  to  replenish  stock.  The  management 
of  the  company  was  left  almost  entirely 
to  them.  Witness  said  that  A.  H.  Price 
(Wholesale  Chemists),  Ltd.,  was  a  subsidiary 
company  of  Woodlands  (Chemists),  Ltd^^ 

Sylvia  Tennant,  secretary  of  A.  H.  Price 
(Wholesale  Chemists),  Ltd.,  said  she  made 
out  cheques  for  £1,1  jo  and  ;^9oo  respectively 
which  were  afterwards  signed  by  both 
defendants.  A  bank  manager  gave  evidence 
that  these  cheques  were  presented  at  the 
bank  by  Johnstone  and  Levin,  who  were 
paid  the  amounts  stated  in  notes.  A  number 
of  bank  witnesses  gave  evidence  that  notes 
with  corresponding  numbers  were  paid  into 
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bank  accounts  of  Mrs.  Johnstone,  the 
defendant  Levin,  and  a  Miss  Pauline 
Malcolm.  Detective-Inspector  Callaghan  said 
that  on  May  i8  he  called  at  Levin's  address 
and  had  an  interview  with  his  wife  in  his 
presence.  As  he  was  leaving  Levin  said  to 
him:  "I  want  to  impress  on  you  that  my 
wife  is  innocent,  and  while  she  has  used  the 
name  of  Pauline  Malcolm  she  knows  nothing 
about  P.  Malcolm  &  Co.  There  is  no  such 
firm.  P.  Malcolm  is  a  fictitious  company, 
invented  by  us  so  that  we  could  submit 
bills  for  merchandise  for  which  we  could 
not  get  invoices." 

Johnstone  and  Levin  were  committed 
for  trial  at  the  Central  Criminal  Court. 

Vironita  Wine. — At  Bletchley,  Bucks,  on 
September  17,  Maurice  Calthorpe,  Clifford 
Tordoff,  and  James  Denton  (of  M.  Calthorpe 
&  Co.,  manufacturing  chemists,  Ossett) 
were  fined  a  total  of  ^60  for  selling  Vironita 
Iron  Tonic  Wine  bearing  a  label  giving  a 
false  description,  and  for  selling  the  same 
article  with  a  label  calculated  to  mislead 
the  public.  For  the  prosecution  it  was 
stated  that  a  bottle  bought  at  a  shop  in 
Woburn  Sands,  Beds,  was  found  to  contain 
95-28  per  cent,  water,  1-54  per  cent,  glucose, 
2-15  per  cent,  sugar,  0-02  per  cent,  saccharin, 
0-I2  per  cent,  mineral  matters,  0-89  per  cent, 
chloroform,  and  traces  of  quinine,  iron  and 
phosphoric  acid.  The  label  said  the  tonic 
wine  contained  glucose,  "life's  vital  force," 
iron,  "a  blood  enricher,"  and  phosphorus, 
"a  nerve  food."  Actually  the  amount  of 
these  in  the  mixture  was  far  below  the  usual 
standard.  Eric  Voelcker,  public  analyst, 
said  that  he  analysed  some  of  the  wine  and 
thought  the  labels  on  the  bottles  false  a'nd 
misleading.  Dr.  Henry  Edward  Cox,  a 
London  consulting  public  analyst,  confirmed 
the  figures  of  the  analysis,  and  said  that  to 
his  mind  the  label  indicated  that  the  wine 
was  a  drug  and  not,  as  had  been  suggested, 
a  food. 

For  the  defendants  it  was  said  that  they 
were  unaware  that  the  labels  did  not 
properly  describe  the  contents.  They  had 
not  manufactured  that  particular  batch, 
having  given  the  order  to  another  firm  of 
manufacturing  chemists.  They  did  not 
know  that  these  chemists  had  added  little 
or  no  retaining  agents  to  the  mixture  to 
keep  the  iron  and  phosphorus.  Consequently 
the  quantity  of  these  ingredients  was  lost 
in  the  filtering  of  the  mixture  into  bottles. 
When  the  defendants  were  told  of  the 
position  they  spent  a  lot  of  money  trying 
to  recall  the  faulty  bottles.  Wholesalers 
were  circularised  and  advertisements  placed 
in  fifty-two  newspapers  stating  that  a  stock 


of  the  wine  was  in  circulation  which  did  nc|  t 
comply  with  the  usual  formula.  Mauricl 
Calthorpe  said  that  his  company  had  bee 
manufacturing  the  mixture,  but  the  fault 
batch  had  been  made  for  them  by  anothe 
firm.  He  admitted  that  labels  had  bee 
changed  on  the  bottles  several  times.  Th 
original  contained  more  glucose  but  thi 
had  to  be  reduced  as  supplies  became  diffi 
cult  to  obtain.  The  mixture  sent  to  ther 
was  supposed  to  conform  to  the  formula 
and  it  was  not  possible  to  analyse  each  batcl 
made  outside.

Sir  J.  Anderson:  In  the  view  of  the 
jovernment  the  best  method  of  utilising 
he  scientific  resources  of  the  country  for 
he  purposes  of  the  war  is  to  ensure  that 
ach  Ministry  or  Department  has  available 
o  it  skilled  service  of  the  requisite  quality 
md  to  provide  for  the  necessary  co-ordina- 
ion  by  arrangements  appropriate  to  the 
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particular  circumstances  where  the  same  or 
similar  problems  are  the  concern  of  more 
than  one  department.  It  is  in  pursuance  of 
this  conception  that  my  right  hon.  Friend 
the  Minister  of  Production  has  just  added 
to  his  staff,  on  a  whole-time  basis,  three 
men  of  scientific  and  technical  eminence, 
who  will  work  under  the  immediate  super- 
vision of  the  Lord  Privy  Seal  acting  for  this 
purpose  on  his  behalf.

Sales  of  War-damaged 
Buildings 


HE  attention  of  the  War  Damage  Com- 
ission  has  been  drawn  to  the  fact  that 
Lcre  is,  in  certain  quarters,  a  misappre- 
jnsion  with  regard  to  the  manner  in  which 
e  rights  of  the  variolis  parties  to  receive 
yment  from  the  War  Damage  Commis- 
on  may  be  affected  by  the  sale  of  buildings 
:  land  which  have  suffered  war  damage. 
If  a  property  is  so  seriously  damaged  as 
be  a  total  loss  within  the  meaning  of  the 
Jqx  Damage  Act,  a  value  payment  is  made 
I  the  persons  who  hold  proprietary  inter- 
ts  in  it  at  the  time  of  the  damage.  If,  on 
le  other  hand,  the  property  is  not  so 
riously  damaged  as  to  be  a  total  loss  the 
jual  payment  is  a  cost  of  works  payment, 
his  is  made  to  the  person  who  actually 
icurs  the  cost  of  repair.  This  person  would 
ormally  be  the  purchaser  if  the  sale  is 
Sected  before  the  damage  is  made  good. 
Any  person,  therefore,  who  sells  property 
hich  has  suffered  war  damage  at  a  price 
ased  on  the  assumption  that  he  will 
sceive  from  the  Commission  a  payment 
^presenting  the  difference  between  the 
alue  of  the  property  before  the  damage 
nd  the  sum  at  which  he  sells  it  in  its 
amaged  state,  is  liable  to  suffer  serious  loss 


if  in  fact  it  is  eventually  found  that  the 
property  is  one  which  can,  and  should,  be 
repaired,  since  it  is  the  purchaser  "who  will 
be  entitled  to  claim  from  the  Commission 
the  cost  of  the  repair. 

Manufactured  and  Pre-packed 
Foods 

The  Ministry  of  Food  has  made  an  Order, 
The  Manufactured  and  Pre-packed  Foods 
(Control)  Order,  1942  (S.  R.  &  O.,  1942, 
No.  1863),  the  principal  object  of  which  is 
to  obtain  information  about  a  wide  variety 
of  food  manufacturing  and  pre-packing 
operations  over  which  there  is  no  control 
at  present.  The  immediate  effect  of  the 
Order  is  to  require  returns  to  be  made  in 
respect  of  every  food  manufactured  and/or 
pre-packed  (in  the  special  sense  given  to 
these  words  by  the  Order)  by  any  under- 
taking, if  the  food  is  not  specifically 
exempted.  The  Order  also  provides  for  the 
subsequent  licensing  of  the  manufacture  or 
pre-packing  of  these  foods  as  and  when  the 
necessity  arises. 

Under  the  Order  "food"  means  any 
article  used  as  food  or  drink  for  human  con- 
sumption, except  drugs,  and  includes  any 
article  which  ordinarily  enters  into  or  is 
used  in  the  composition  or  preparation  of 
human  food,  and  any  flavouring  matter  or 
condiment.  The  Order  imposes  an  imme- 
diate obligation  to  make  a  return  upon  the 
person  responsible  for  the  management  or 
control  of  any  undertaking  which  during 
the  twelve  months  ended  September  30, 
1942,  manufactured  and/or  pre-packed  any 
food  not  specifically  exempted.  A  separate 
return  for  each  such  article  of  food  must 
be  made  not  later  than  October  31,  1942, 
on  a  prescribed  form.  Printed  forms  of 
return  should  be  used  and  one  form  is 
necessary  for  each  article.  Applications  for 
forms  of  return,  stating  the  number  re- 
quired, should  be  sent  to  the  Ministry  of 
Food,  Central  Licensing  Panel,  St.  Tudno, 
Colwyn  Bay,  to  which  address  all  inquiries 
relating  to  the  Order  should  be  sent.  The 
return  must  be  posted  so  as  to  reach  the 
Ministry  at  the  above  address  by  October  31. 

According  to  the  schedules  to  the  Order, 
the  provisions  do  not  apply  to  the  manu- 
facture or  pre-packing  of  the  following : 
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Any  single  chemical  compound  (other  than 
salt),  chocolate  and  chocolate  confectionery, 
cocoa  butter,  dextrin,  essential  oils,  liquid, 
solid  or  powdered  glucose,  honey  and  imita- 
tion honey,  invert  sugar,  marine  oils 
(including  any  fish  liver  oil),  pepper, 
saccharin  tablets  and  sweetening  tablets, 
soya  flour,  starch,  sugar  confectionery, 
vegetable  oils  and  fats,  and  yeast.  A  return 
is  not  required  for  any  food  for  the  manu- 
facture or  pre-packing  of  which  a  licence 
or  authorisation  is  held  under  certain 
control  orders. 

Definitions  of  Foods 

The  following  definitions  of  foods  included 
in  the  schedules  (i.e.  for  which  returns  are 
not  required)  have  been  provided :  Any 
single  chemical  compound. — This  term 
includes  single  chemical  compounds  which 
conform  to  accepted  commercial  standards 
of  purity.  Biscuits  does  not  include  medi- 
cinal biscuits  other  than  diabetic  biscuits. 
Dextrin  includes  soluble  starch  and  the 
substance  known  as  "British  gum."  Imita- 
tion honey  means  any  manufactured 
product,  whether  or  not  containing  honey, 
which  is  made  up  so  as  to  resemble  honey 
in  appearance,  consistency  and  flavour. 
Pepper  does  not  include  red  pepper.  Starch 
means  starch  made  from  maize,  potatoes, 
rice,  rye  or  wheat  and  flour  or  starch  made 
from  sago  and  tapioca,  including  cassava, 
manioc  mandioca  or  any  similar  tapioca 
plant.  Sugar  confectionery  means  boiled 
sugar  goods,  toffees,  panned  goods  and 
lozenges,  liquorice  and  cream  paste  goods, 
pastilles,  clear  gum  and  chewing  gum  and 
any  other  sweet  or  sugar  confectionery. 
Sweetening  tablet  means  a  tablet  not 
weighing  more  than  0-9  gr.  and  containing 
not  less  than  0-09  gr.  of  saccharin  and 
0-6  gr.  dulcin,  mixed  with  sufficient  sodium 
bicarbonate  to  render  the  tablet  soluble 
with  or  without  other  excipients.  Copies 
of  the  Order  may  be  obtained  from  the 
Stationery  Office,  price  twopence. 

Harvesting  Rose  Hips 

The  season  for  collecting  rose  hips  for  the 
manufacture  of  national  rose-hip  syrup  has 
arrived,  and  the  hips,  whether  from  wild 
or  cultivated  roses  and  free  from  stalks, 
should  be  gathered  as  quickly  as  possible. 
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The  collection  of  rose  hips  and  their  dis- 
patch to  the  authorised  manufacturers  of 
the  syrup  has  been  arranged  by  the  Vege- 
table Drugs  Committee  of  the  Ministry  of 
Supply,  collecting  centres  having  been 
set  up  in  England,  Scotland  and  Wales, 
the  '  secretaries  of  these  undertaking  the 
necessary  work  of  organisation  and  dispatch 
to  the  manufacturers. 

Although  wide  publicity  has  been  given 
to  this  matter  over  the  radio,  through  the 
local  Press,  and  by  means  of  local  meetings 
of  the  committees,  etc.,  there  are  numbers 
of  persons  who  want  to  collect  rose  hips, 
and,  indeed,  have  been  collecting  them, 
but  who  do  not  know  what  to  do  next. 
Many  of  these  are  seeking  this  information 
from  their  chemist. 

The  Chemist  and  Druggist  published  at 
the  time  of  their  appointment  a  list  of  secre- 
taries to  herb-collecting  committees ;  this 
includes  a  considerable  number  of  names 
and  addresses,  and  it  is  from  these  that  the 
fullest  information  can  be  obtained  by 
chemists.  The  chairman  of  the  National 
Rose  Hips  Products' Association  is  Mr.  E.  C. 
Cripps,  Allen  &  Hanburys,  Ltd.,  London, 
E.2.  He  will  be  pleased  to  give  all  the 
necessary  information  to  chemists  on 
receipt  of  postcards  from  them.  The 
matter  is  of  some  urgency,  as  not  only 
should  the  hips  be  collected  from  the  rose 
bushes  now,  but  when  so  collected  their 
keeping  qualities  are  limited  if  the  full 
value  of  vitamin  C  is  to  be  secured. 

An  Occasion 

This  issue  completes  twelve  months  of  The 
Chemist  and  Druggist  presented  in  its 
present  format.  The  reduction  in  size  of  page 
was  an  innovation.  We  were  one  of  the 
first  trade  and  technical  newspapers  to  make 
voluntarily  such  a  drastic  change,  which  had 
as  its  object  economy  in  paper  consump- 
tion. Many  others  have  since  followed.  The 
reception  given  to  the  C.  6-  D.  in  its  war- 
time dress  by  subscribers  and  advertisers 
was  very  gratifying.  At  that  time<we  said 
we  hoped  the  change  would  enable  us  to  at 
least  maintain  the  amount  of  editorial 
matter  in  the  weekly  issues,  and  this  has 
proved  to  be  the  case.  No  single  featwre 
has  been  omitted,  while  the  type  and 
make-up  have  been  improved,  making  for 
easier  reading. 
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SIGNS  OF  DEFICIENCY  DISEASES 


Papers  on  "The  Signs  and  Symptoms  of 
Deficiency  Diseases"  were  read  at  the  third 
scientific  meeting  of  the  Scottish  group  of 
the  Nutrition  Society  held  at  Gleneagles, 
Perthshire,  recently. 

Professor  V.  P.  Sydenstricker,  U.S.A., 
described  the  clinical  patterns  that  may  be 
associated  with  deficiency  of  the  B  group 
of  vitamins.  Vague  malaise,  weakness, 
lassitude,  nervous  irritability,  mild  depres- 
sion, muscle  pains,  anorexia  and  conscious- 
ness of  disturbances  of  gastro-intestinal 
motility  are  early  symptoms  common  to  all 
group-B  deficiencies.  Later,  physical  signs 
develop  into  fairly  definite  patterns.  All 
symptoms  and  physical  signs  resulting  from 
dysfunction  or  degenerative  changes  of  the 
peripheral  nerves  and  heart  are  attributed 
to  thiamin  deficiency.  Certain  dermatoses 
and  lesions  of  the  mucous  membranes  and 
symptoms  referable  to  the  cerebral  cortex 
and  mid-brain  are  thought  to  depend  on 
depletion  o*f  nicotinic  acid.  Other  changes 
in  the  skin  and  mucosas  and  a  variety  of 
disorders  of  the  visual  apparatus  respond  to 
treatment  with  riboflavin. 

Dr.  John  Yudkin,  Cambridge,  reviewed 
bhe  diagnostic  criteria  of  vitamin  deficiency 
in  relation  to  recognised  diseases  of  unknown 
3tiology  and  obscure  signs  and  symptoms. 
He  pointed  out  that  the  available  tests 
;ould  be  divided  into  those  which  demon- 
strate the  existence  of  deficiency  and  those 
ivhich  show  that  deficiency  is  the  cause  of 
the  condition.  The  stages  in  diagnosis : 
[a]  Indirect  and  (b)  direct  evidence  of 
ieficiency,  (c)  Presence  of  signs  to  be  ex- 
pected in  deficiency,  followed  by  cure 
)f  the  condition  by  correction  of  the 
ieficiency. 

Dr.  J.  R.  Mutch,  Aberdeen,  gave  an 
account  of  vitamin- A  deficiency  *in  relation 
to  the  health  of  the  eyes.  He  pointed  out 
that,  although  vitamin  A  appears  to  be 
related  to  the  regeneration  of  the  visual 
purple,  neither  the  extent  nor  the  rate  of 
dark  a4aptation,  in  his  studies,  bore  any 
close  relationship  to  the  vitamin-A  content 
of  the  diet.  Since  the  introduction  of  war- 
time restrictions  on  diet,  there  has  been  no 
increase  in  the  amount  of  night  blindness, 
while  chronic  blepharoconjunctivitis  and 
corneal  ulceration  have  decreased  in  fre- 
quency. On  the  other  hand,  there  has  been 
an  increase  in  the  number  of  infants 
showing  severe  photophobia,  a  condition 
which  readily  clears  up  on  improvement  of 


feeding  and  treatment  with  cod  liver  oil 
and  ultra-violet  light. 

Mr.  J.  Gerrie,  Aberdeen,  described  the 
value  of  vitamin  A  in  the  treatment  of 
f  nasal  sinusitis  of  children,  a  condition  which 
appears  to  be  on  the  increase  at  present. 
The  older  treatment  of  weekly  antral  lavage 
is  unsatisfactory,  for  in  6o  per  cent,  of  the 
cases  suppuration  recurs  after  the  condition 
has  been  cleared  up.  Vitamin  A,  given  to 
cases  with  suppuration,  did  not  seem  to 
influence  the  infective  process,  but  it 
appeared  to  be  highly  effective  in  the  pre- 
suppurative  stage.  A  number  of  non- 
suppurative cases  in  which  the  typical 
thickening  of  the  antral  lining  had  been 
confirmed  by  x-T&y  examination  were  given 
vitamin  A  by  mouth  or  by  intramuscular 
injection,  and  after  one  to  six  months  only 
about  20  per  cent,  showed  suppuration, 
while  8o  per  cent,  of  a  group  of  similar 
control  cases  treated  without  vitamin  went 
on  to  suppuration. 

Professor  Noah  Morris,  Glasgow,  dis- 
cussing vitamin-D  deficiency,  said  that  the 
classical  type  of  rickets,  with  its  marked 
skeletal  deformities,  has  almost  entirely 
disappeared  in  this  country,  but  has  left 
in  its  place  a  form  of  disease  which  is 
possibly  more  dangerous  because  it  is  not 
obvious.  Formerly,  the  earliest  manifesta- 
tions of  rickets  were  thought  to  appear 
about  the  fifth  month,  but  now  it  is  known 
that  rickets  may  occur  in  the  foetus  if  the 
mother  is  suffering  from  calcium-  and 
vitamin-D  starvation.  He  pointed  out  that 
while  osteomalacia  is  most  commonly 
associated  with  pregnancy  and  lactation,  it 
may  also  be  produced  where  there  is 
insufficient  intake  or  poor  absorption  of 
lime.  The  non-pregnancy  type  may  often 
involve  the  spine  alone  and  is  apt  to  be 
diagnosed  as  rheumatism. 

Dr.  a.  Lyall,  Aberdeen,  gave  a  paper  on 
"Calcium  and  Phosphorus  Deficiency  and 
Hypoproteinaemia."  He  pointed  out  that 
primary  nutritional  disturbances  of  these 
types  are  rare.  Nutritional  hyproprotein- 
aemia  is  infrequent,  but  may  be  associated 
with  anorexia  or  pregnancy,  and  sometimes 
with  imbalance  of  chloride  and  fluid. 

Professor  L.  S.  P.  Davidson,  Edin- 
burgh, reported  an  investigation  he  had 
carried  out  in  Edinburgh  on  the  haemoglobin 
values  in  infants,  children  and  pregnant 
women,  and  compared  the  results  with  those 
found  in  a  similar  investigation  in  Aberdeen 
a  few  years  ago. 
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BIRMINGHAM  ANALYST'S  REPORT 


The  report  for  1941  of  the  Birmingham 
City  Analyst  includes  references  to  a  num- 
ber of  unsatisfactory  drug  samples.  A 
sample  of  boric  acid  powder  actually  con- 
sisted of  a  mixture  of  about  one  part  of 
boric  acid  and  two  of  borax.  The  pro- 
prietor suggested  a  careless  assistant  might 
have  filled  the  shop  drawer  with  borax 
instead  of  boric  acid.  A  sample  of  borax 
bought  from  a  druggist  contained  thirty 
parts  per  million  of  arsenious  oxide,  the 
B.P.  limit  being  five  parts.  The  proprietor 
explained  that  he  bought  the  borax  as 
B.P.  and  had  merely  sold  it  as  received. 
It  was  promptly  taken  off  sale  and  no 
further  action  was  taken.  Two  samples  of 
glycerin  of  borax  were  incorrectly  dispensed, 
one  being  19  per  cent,  deficient  in  borax 
and  the  other  containing  an  excess  of  17 
per  cent.  In  the  former  instance  the 
pharmacist  concerned  found  a  substantial 
deposit  of  undissolved  borax  in  his  stock 
bottle,  and  in  the  latter  the  article  had 
inadvertently  been  made  up  to  an  incorrect 
formula. 

"  Fishy  Taste  "  Reduced 

On  the  label  of  a  proprietary  brand  of 
malt,  glucose  and  halibut  oil  was  printed 
the  words  "One  teaspoonful  contains  i 
minim  halibut  liver  oil."  The  amount 
found  was  only  one-sixth  of  a  minim  per 
teaspoonful.  The  explanation  given  was 
that  some  years  previous  the  content  of 
halibut  liver  oil  was  reduced  from  one  to 
one-sixth  minim  per  teaspoonful  owing  to 
complaints  of  the  fishy  taste.  Unfor- 
tunately when  the  new  labels  were  printed 
the  statement  about  the  oil  content  was 
overlooked.  All  sales  of  the  article  had 
been  stopped  pending  recall  and  relabelling. 

In  the  first  quarter  of  1942  a  sample  of 
boric  acid  ointment  was  found  15  per  cent, 
deficient  in  boric  acid ;  a  sample  of  seidlitz 
powders  was  found  14  per  cent,  deficient 
in  weight  in  the  white  and  8  per  cent,  in 
the  blue  paper.  A  second  sample  of 
seidlitz  powders  was  incorrect  and  a  sample 
of  zinc  ointment  was  found  to  contain  a 
28  per  cent,  excess  of  zinc  oxide. 

Parrish's  Food 

A  sample  of  Parrish's  chemical  food  was 
labelled  that  it  contained  0-62  w/v  ferrous 
phosphate  and  0-5  w/v  calcium  phosphate, 
without  indicating  that  these  quantities 
were  respectively  about   two-thirds  and 


one-third  of  the  quantities  required  by  the 
B.P.  The  article  should  not,  therefore, 
have  been  sold  either  as  "Chemical  Food" 
or  as  "Parrish's  Food."  The  vendors 
immediately  withdrew  it  from  sale. 

Two  samples  of  Parrish's  chemical  food 
were  labelled  "Chemical  (Parrish)  Food" 
followed  by  the  words,  "...  formula"  in 
small' type;  a  statement  was  added  to  the 
effect  that  the  preparation  differed  in  com- 
position from  the  B.P.  article  in  containing 
0-62  w/v  ferrous  phosphate  and  0-50  w/v 
calcium  phosphate.  These  amounts  were 
approximately  correct,  but  it  was  pointed 
out  to  the  makers  that  the  terms  "Chemi^ 
cal"  and  "Parrish's  Food"  were  B.P. 
synonyms  and  referred  to  an  article  of 
definite  composition. 

COMMERCIAL  AIRGRAPH

land,  Palestine,  Seychelles,  South  Africa, 
Southern  Rhodesia,  Tanganyika  Territory, 
Transjordan,  and  Zanzibar. 

Use  of  Codes 

The  charge  for  Airgraph  letters  addressed 
to  civilian  addressees  in  the  countries 
mentioned  is  8d.  Commercial  codes  may 
be  used  in  Airgraph  messages  under  certain 
conditions.  Any  one  of  the  following  codes

The  decode  must  be  written  or  typed  on 
ordinary  notepaper  and  not  on  an  Airgraph 
form.'  The  form  and  the  decode  must  be 
sent  together  under  cover  to  "Airgraphs, 
Foreign  Section,  London,  E.C.i."  They 
should  not  be  handed  in  at  any  Post  Of&ce. 
No  special  fee  is  charged  for  the  use  of  code 
in  Airgraph  letters. 
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INDUSTRIAL  CLOTHING 
COUPONS 

Ten  extra  coupons  are  being  allotted,  by 
the  Board  of  Trade,  under  a  new  arrange- 
ment recently  announced,  to  workers  in  a 
number  of  specified  trades,  to  enable  them 
to  make  replacements  of  garments  sub- 
jected to  specially  hard  wear  on  account 
of  their  occupation.  The  list  of  classes  was 
decided  upon  after  consultation  with  the 
Trades  Union  Congress  and  British  Em- 
ployers' Confederation,  and  includes : — 

"Production,  refining,  and  bulk  distri- 
bution of  oil." 

"Production  and  manipulation  of  the 
following  or  of  goods  incorporating  them : 
Heavy  and  fine  chemicals,  gases,  luminous 
compounds,  plastics,  abrasives,  gelatins, 
oils,  fats,  greases,  animal  gut,  bone,  and 
other  animal  by-products." 

"Production  of  the  following:  Matches* 
fertilisers,  dyestuffs,  pigment  colours,  paints, 
varnishes,  inks,  polishes,  glues,  and  tanning 
extracts." 

"Manufacture  of  rubber  and  rubber 
goods  and  synthetic  rubber  and  synthetic 
rubber  goods." 

"Manufacture  of  photographic  apparatus 
and  materials  and  photographic  processes 
involving  the  use  of  chemicals." 

"  Manufacture  of  food  and  drink  products, 
including  milling  of  cereals  and  of  animal 
feeding  stuffs." 

"Treatment  of  bristles,  bass,  fibre,  and 
horsehair,  and  manufacture  of  brushes." 

"Sewerage  and  telecommunications." 

"Reclamation  of  waste  materials  (in- 
cluding scrap  metal)  and  collection  and 
disposal  or  refuse  and  of  food  (not  being 
chocolate  and  sugar  confectionery),  cold 
storage." 

"Works  and  plant  and  laboratory  chem- 
ists and  their  assistants ,  laboratory  workers . ' ' 

"Workers  engaged  in  shifting,  loading, 
and  unloading  heavy,  dirty  or  corrosive 
goods." 

Despite  great  variations  of  need,  all  the 
organisations  agreed  that  it  would  be 
impossible  to  attempt  any  scheme  of 
graduated  supplements,  and  all  eligible 
workers  can  claim  "the  industrial  ten," 
but  the  Board  of  Trade  asks  that  those 
who  do  not  need  the  extra  coupons  shall 
not  claim  them.  The  list  of  classes  is  given 
in  full  in  Leaflet  G.O.S.  lo. 


PACKAGING  RESEARCH 

A  MEETING  of  firms  interested  in 
packaging  problems  was  held  at  the 
Connaught  Rooms,  Great  Queen  Street, 
London,  W.C.2,  on  September  21,  to 
discuss  the  report  and  recommendations 
of  the  Packaging  Research  Committee  (see 
C.  &  D.,  August  29,  p.  230).  Lord  South- 
wood  (president  of  the  Printing  and  Allied 
Trades  Research  Association)  occupied  the 
chair  and  introduced  Mr.  G.  W.  Severn 
(chairman  of  the  Committee),  who  outlined 
the  principal  objects  of  the  research  sclieme. 
Mr.  A.  L.  Hetherington  (Department  of 
Industrial  and  Scientific  Research)  then 
described  how  the  experience  of  his  depart- 
ment would  be  at  the  disposal  of  the 
Committee  in  conducting  the  research. 
From  the  discussion  which  took  place  it 
was  apparent  that  those  present  welcomed 
the  idea  of  having  a  neutral  association  to 
advise  them  in  immediate  war-time  prob- 
lems and  were  unanimous  that  much  benefit 
could  be  derived  from  the  scheme  after  the 
war.  Asked  if  the  Committee  could  estab- 
lish contacts  with  the  transport  companies 
to  induce  them  to  engage  in  similar  research 
work  so  that  the  handling  of  packages  could 
be  better  carried  out,  the  chairman  said 
that  there  were  already  signs  that  such 
co-operation  would  be  put  into  effect  to 
the  fullest  extent.  In  reply  to  another 
question  on  the  possibility  of  reducing  the 
minimum  subscription  rate  to  induce  many 
smaller  firms  to  join  the  scheme,  the  chair- 
man said  that  the  Committee  had  taken 
great  care  in  fixing  the  £2^  minimum 
subscription,  which  was  thought  to  be 
relatively  small  for  the  benefits  which  would 
be  derived,  but  further  consideration  would 
be  given  to  this  matter  by  the  Committee. 
After  being  put  to  the  meeting  the  report 
and  recommendations  of  the  Committee 
were  adopted,  and  it  was  agreed  that  the 
Committee  should  be  re-appointed  and 
authorised  to  invite  support  from  all 
interested  concerns. 

Art  Class  in  Make-up. — -A  cosmetics 
class,  at  which  girls  can  learn  the  art  of 
make-up,  has  been  opened  as  an  experiment 
by  Sheffield  Education  Committee.  Dr. 
W.  P.  Alexander  (Sheffield  Director  of 
Education)  said  recently,  when  the  first 
class  was  held:  "We  found  that  girls  were 
coming  to  technical  classes  plastered  with 
make-up.  Our  purpose  is  to  teach  them, 
if  they  must  do  it,  at  least  to  do  it  intelli- 
gently and  wisely  so  that  the  make-up  is 
not  too  noticeable  and  matches  their  own 
features."

[r.  a.  E.  Warden,  who  has  completed 
Ifty  years'  service  with  Burroughs  Wellcome 
Co.  (The  Wellcome  Foundation,  Ltd.), 
all  retire  from  business  on  October  31. 
Ir.  Warden  commenced  his  long  career  by 
ntering,  in  1886,  the  office  of  a  city  mer- 
hant,  Charles  M.  Wither  (Textiles),  of  Old

'hange,  London,  and  was  there  for  two 
ears.   He  then  joined  the  staff  of  Jackson 
I  Wright,  solicitors,  of  Lincoln's  Inn  Fields, 
nd  later  became  shorthand  clerk  to  Farrow 
Nisbett,   architects  and   surveyors,  of 
*few  Court.    Following  this  experience  he 
)ecame  for  a  short  period  clerk  to  the 
ecretary  of  the  Medical  Sickness  Annuity 
h  Life  Assurance  Society,  Ltd.,  at  Brixton, 
his  appointment  brought  him  into  per- 
onal  contact  with  the  directors,  one  of 
vhom  was  the  late  Dr.  Ernest  Hart,  editor 
f  the  "British  Medical  Journal,"  who  was 
much  esteemed  friend  of  the  late  Mr. 
Silas  M.  Burroughs.  Mr.  Warden  amplified 
his  education  by  attendance  at  evening 
ontinuation  classes,  studying  such  subjects 
as  shorthand   and   chemistry.      He  also 
attended  lectures  on  scientific  subjects  at 
Gresham  College  and  lectures  on  law  at 
University  College,  Strand,  and  Lincoln's 
Inn  Hall.

There  appears  to  be  little  hope  of  any 
notable  improvement  in  the  London  drug 
and  chemical  markets  for  some  time.  One 
of  the  principal  reasons  for  the  continued 
slackness  in  business  is  the  paucity  of 
supplies  of  many  items,  but  even  in  cases 
where  stocks  are  reasonably  ample  trade 
continues  slow.  Prices  are  generally  steady, 
with  few  notable  fluctuations.  Little  of 
interest  has  occurred  during  the  week  in 
Pharmaceutical  Chemicals.  Routine 
sales  are  being  made  to  regular  customers, 
but  the  quantities  involved  in  these  trans- 
actions are  not  large.  Gallic  acid  is  firm 
in  view  of  the  raw  material  position. 

Crude  Drugs 

Steady  conditions  obtain  in  these  markets 
and,  though  business  is  quiet,  dealers  are 
finding  plenty  of  work  to  do.  Dealings  in

Plenty  of  inquiry  has 
been  received  for  Cascara  sagrada,  but 
no  supplies  of  peel  are  available  to  meet 
the  demand.  Mombasa  Chillies  is  lower 
on  spot.  Ergot  remains  quiet.  Prices  of 
Ginger  have  not  yet  been  officially  fixed.

A  Stroke  of  Luck 

Sir, — An  incident  occurred  in  -my  dis- 
pensary the  other  day  which  even  now  I  find 
hard  to  believe,  although  I  witnessed  it. 
I  pass  it  on,  in  order  that  some  other 
pharmacist  may  avoid  the  disaster  which 
I  so  narrowly  averted.  On  the  floor  of  the 
display  window  adjoining  the  dispensary 
stands  a  five-gallon  carboy  filled  with  a 
solution  of  potassium  dichromate.  Behind 
the  carboy  my  assistant  had  built  up  a 
pyramid  with  boxes  of  Kotex.  Glancing 
up  from  a  prescription  which  I  was  dis- 
pensing, I  was  amazed  to  see  smoke  pouring 
out  of  one  of  the  lower  boxes  in  the  pyra- 
mid. I  rubbed  my  eyes  and  stared  again, 
to  see  the  box  burst  into  flames.  To 
extinguish  these  was  the  work  of  a  moment, 
and  in  so  doing  the  reason  for  the  pheno- 
menon became  apparent.  The  afternoon 
sun,  pouring  into  the  window,  passed 
through  the  lower  part  of  the  carboy.  The 
two  curving  glass  walls  of  the  carboy, 
although  separated  by  two  feet  of  potassium 
dichromate  solution,  acted  as  a  convex  lens 
and  focused  the  light  to  a  pin  point  on  one 
packet.  Through  this  packet  a  neat  hole 
had  been  drilled  by  the  burning  ray.  I  have 
heard  of  a  heath  fire  caused  by  the  sun's 
rays  passing  through  a  broken  bottle.  Has 


anyone  ever  heard  of  a  pharmacy  set 
fire  by  a  carboy?  This  window  show  hs 
been  in  position  for  a  week,  including  a  hal 
closing  day  and  a  Sunday,  both  of  whic 
were  hot  and  sunny.  Yes,  I  think  I  wj 
definitely  lucky.

Ferrous  arsenate  and  coppe 
aceto-arsenite  are  deadly  beetle  poison;

(7  per  cent.)  in  castor  oil  emulsified  tc 
contain  i  per  cent,  of  rotenone.  The  amoum 
of  the  cream  required  for  a  head  is  0-5  tc 
2  dr. ;  the  lowest  dose  sufficing  for  a  chile 
with  short  hair,  the  highest  for  a  womar 
with  long  thick  hair.  In  applying  the  cream 
the  hair  should  be  parted  and  the  cream 
put  on  the  scalp  with  a  teaspoon  or  pipette, 
This  is  done  in  eight  spots,  four  on  each 
side,  and  the  material  distributed  by  mas- 
saging with  the  fingers.
